On any of the fiberglass helically wound antenna, the stinger can become a 

core to the coil if it is inserted too deeply. If the stinger is positioned 
inside the close windings of the coil, it will then become metallic core of 
the coil causing instability and heating. Heating means loss of power. The 


best way to avoid this is to remove the stinger and measure at what point it 
goes inside the coil. Put tape around that point on the stinger and make 
sure it is never inserted that deeply.

I have both and the physical difference is 6 1/2w 
x 4/12d x 2 1/2h for the gqfla vs 4 1/2d x 4 1/2 w x 3 1/2 h. 


in addition to the selectivity and frequency variable controls 

kplus the 3 position switch for the qf1, the qf1a has an auxillary 
notch as well as an auxillary frequency/selectivity variable control. 
Plus, the qf1la can be put in the off position which is a bypass 

for the audio which the unmodified qf1 does not have. Both filters 
are excellent, but if one has the chance to pick up a 1a model, it 
is well worth it for the additional selectivity and frequency 
response control.

Your order is in the earlier portion of the our backlog, but there are a 
number of priority list orders that came in before yours. The 2-3 week 
time frame given for shipment reflects your place in our queue. We will 
begin shipping some orders before that date. 


We're working 7 days a week to kit and prepare K2's for shipment. It will 
take us approximately 2-3 weeks from the start to ship all of the backlog. 
The main gating item is the final K2 manual, which incorporates all of the 
Field Tester input. Wayne was working on this when his newborn arrived 
last week. He's now coming up for air and we should have manuals in house 
before the end of next week. Its looking great and should be an even 
better manual than the one we have posted on the web. 


We have also pulled in our next K2 production run from Mid July to the 
latter part of June. This will cover all of the orders received after 
Dayton. We hope to be in an ‘off the shelf' shipping mode at that point. 


As you may have guessed, getting K2s out the door has taken first priority 
over option releases. Here's the current option shipping plan: 


Internal Battery: Shipping Now 
Noise Blanker: 6/22-29 

160 M /2nd RX Ant: 6/22-29 

SSB: 7/6-14 
Internal ATU: 7/30 


We will ship K2s and follow them with the options since the options can be 
added to the K2 at any time. (We'll pick up the extra shipping $$.) In 
many cases the options should arrive just as people are completing their 
K2s. (I've been laying low with my K2, which has several of these options 


installed, in order to avoid a riot...) 


We've been extremely happy with the positive reports on our Field Test 
K2's. (It sometimes seems too good to be true.) I guess the reality of 
ramping up production puts things a little more in balance. 


We hope this helps clarify everything.

This is why you'll sometimes see file 
names like start.html vs start.htm due to Windows 
naming conventions for older versions etc. So what I 
try to do is limit file names and links to the form 

of 8x3 names and if I can remember I put all names and 
links in lower case. It is faster to type and helps 
prevent problems between references under different 0/S 
systems and browsers. 


I know that this is not a rule chiseled into concrete, 
but it will help if everyone tries to reduce my overhead 
by sticking to this convention of 8x3 names for files.

Spectrogram is a spectrum analyzer program for Win95 that uses a sound 


card. It's used in longwave / weak signal work for slow speed CW, where 
dits may be seconds or even minutes long. It has both a histogram (regular 
freq. analyzer) and "waterfall" display mode. In the waterfall display, a 
single tone looks like a horizontal line whose color depends on loudness. 
When displaying a Morse signal, you can see the dits and dahs as if they 
were written on paper.
